The inspiration of this letter is the old Chinese custoni of 
acknowledgeiaent and payment of debts at each new year. 

Like many people I feel a debt of gratitude is owed to Police 
Chief Jesse Curry and the members of the Dallas force. 

The assassin of President Kennedy, a self-confessed Marxist, 
was promptly caught, and at all tines the public was kept inform- 
ed of developments. 

Actually, the developments on Sunday November 24, resulted from 
the desire of raeutoers of all news media to report the transfer 
of Oswald from the jurisdiction of Police Chief Curry, and no 
blame should l^e attached to the Dallas force. 

In retrospect it is veil the American people know of the events 
prior to November 24. Police Chief Curry reported truthfully, 
but many worder if President Johnson's Special Conuaission, headed 
by Chief Justice Earl Warren, will as frankly and as promptly re- 
port its findings.
